In regard to Omala city charter amend-

ments, I s given on the authority of ane
of the most influential members of the
delegation that a line of policy has been

protiy definitely agreed upon, Briefly stated,
It contemplaten an entire reorganization of
the munltlipal government. If the plans
now Inecubating should be carried into eMeot
the date of the city election will occur in
the spring lnstead of In November. The
firat election under the new order of things
will be held next April, and Immediately
thereafter all the present city officials will
be compelled to step down and out. The
new oty council will consist of nine mem
bers, ane from ¢ach ward, and thelr salaries
will be Ineressed to $1.200 or $1.600 a year
cach They will then be presumed to de-
vote thele entire time to municlpal matters
auld the Board of Publle Works, the Hoard
of Health and the Board of Park Commis
slopers will be annihilated, the council look
Ing after these departmonts

The member who I8 gquated declares that
some such redical action Is absolutely neces-
wary If the obligationa of the city during
the next two or three yedrs are Lo he mt
“1f the present cost of the elty government
in malntainmd he sald, Ythe councll will
be compelled to elther forfoit the credit of
tho city next year or to levy a tax of not
less than 60 mills.  This the taxpayers will
not stand, and It la consequently necessary
o lop off these boards that are such a
prolifiec source of exXpense, The reductlon
of the clty council from elghteen memboers
th nine we belleve (o b a good thing.
Then by glving the nine members a salary
that will support them they can glve their
whole timé to city matters and do the work
thiat I8 now performed by the varlons boards,
I favor a larger salary for councllmen for
another reasaon, Every one Kpnows that
$60 a month Is not sufMclent to afford a living
to any one But we have now and alwayve
have had in the councll pretty nearly a
majority of men who had no other visible
means of support than thelr salaries. These

men do not support thele familics on that
and they have no apparent lhceome from
any other sourede, The Inference Is plain
and I bellosve that If the council s out
down to nine members and the salaries of
these slightly increéaned, there would be
less corruption In the municipal govern
ment.'

The determination to make the proposed
change effoctive next spring Is a new de-
partiura. Very recently it was glven out

thiat no one would be legialated out of offive.
But slnge the recent action of the counell
In referencs (o the water company and the
